DECEMBER OPPORTUNITIES. 

When December arrives, the nurs 
eryman in the north, now that the 
ground is frozen if not covered with 
snow, regards the month as a quiet 
time to catch up with his correspond- 
ence and office routine after autumn 
digging and planting are over. The 
crew he retains similarly has a va- 
riety of odd jobs about the place to 
perform. Probably the respite from 
a busy autumn is welcome. 

But subsequently the bank balance 
will reflect the time of reduced in- 
come, though it will be too late to 
take advantage of the sales opportu- 
nities offered by the last month of 
the year, but vanished when the holi- 
days are past. 

The foregoing statement does not 
apply, incidentally, to those firms 
which use the winter period to dig 
and transplant large trees with balls 
of frozen soil. But such firms are few 
in number. 


This year December brings a new 
opportunity for making sales through 
the gift certificate plan available to 
members of the American Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen and described in 
detail in the October 15 issue of this 
magazine. | 

Have you sought to develop the 
use of various items of merchandise 
as Christmas gifts by persons in your 
own locality? 

To large growers of conifers, De- 
cember brings an opportunity to sup- 
ply florists and other makers of yule- 
tide decorations with evergreens. 
Misshapen or overgrown trees may 
be cut down and the branches sold 
by the bundle. In some cases the 
clippings from pruning done now in- 
stead of in early spring provide 
branch tips that are useful in some 
types of holiday decorations. 

Growers of deciduous shrubs will 
find branches bearing generous clus 
ters of berries otherwise marketable for 
holiday use. 

Some nurserymen, to be sure, have 
developed their own year-end busi- 
ness, of Christmas trees, holly 
wreaths and the like, buying what is 
needed to supplement whatever they 
may grow. 

In December the nurseryman has 
an opportunity either to take it easy 
or, if he chooses, to develop earnings 
to the extent of his ambition.

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THE OLD SLOGAN LEADS. 

Members of the American Associa 
tion of Nurserymen were asked in a 
recent newsletter to score eleven 
suggested slogans. Not a large pro- 
portion of the membership respond- 
ed, but 132 ratings were received. In 
scoring these ratings, ten points were 
allowed for first place, nine for sec 
ond, etc., down to one point for 
tenth place and zero for eleventh 
place. 

The old slogan, “It’s Not a Home 
Until It’s Planted,” received sixty- 
four first-place mentions and was fol- 
lowed by “Plant for Beauty and 
Value,” with twenty-eight first men 
tions. In accordance with the scor- 
ing procedure, the eleven slogans re- 
ceived the number of points indicated 
below:

The slogan at the top of the list 
has not only the value of repetition 
through twenty years, but also the 
sentimental appeal which is charac- 
teristic of the most successful slogans. 
Although the national advertising 
campaign which originally generated 
the slogan lapsed in a comparatively 
short time, the slogan has been so 
widely used by individual nursery- 
men in their advertising and so much 
repeated in magazine articles and 
books on gardening as not only to 
keep it alive, but to give it such popu- 
larity that it today heads the list of 
suggestions for a new A. A. N. slogan. 

In view of its record, probably 
those nurserymen are missing a good 
thing who do not use the slogan in 
their retail catalogs and other adver- 
tising to the public. 


PRIZE CONTEST DESIGNS. 


In this issue is concluded the pub 
lication of the prize designs in the 
regional competition for designs of 
small home grounds conducted by 
the American Nurseryman with th 
cooperation of the National Land 
scape Nurserymen’s Association. The 
presentation of the first-prize awards 
at the beginning of the year won x 
much attention from readers that 
they were followed by the publica 
tion of those designs which received 
honorary mention in the 
zones. 


various 


As may be recalled, the competi 
tion presented four typical small 
dwellings in five plant zones. The 
colonial and Cape Cod styles of resi- 
dences were used by the larger num- 
ber of designers, although the mod 
ern and ranch styles were well rep- 
resented in the contest. 

In the zones at the northern and 
southern extremities of the country, 
entries and awards were few. But in 
the zones which comprised the great- 
est proportion of the country’s popu- 
lation, competition was keen and the 
winners of first awards were out- 
standing. In some instances the de- 
signs which received honorary awards 
were so close behind that there was 
much debate among the judges 

Altogether thirty-one designs have 
been published, thirteen of which re- 
ceived first-prize awards and eight 
een honorary awards. 

The subscriber who has retained 
this file through the year has accu 
mulated a portfolio of designs of 
small home grounds which in variety 
of conception, plan and planting of- 
fer many ideas and suggestions that 
will be useful to designers in the cur 
rent home-building era. 

It is worthy of note that the win 
ners of first prizes were designers 
either in the employ of nursery firms 
or operating closely with them, 
though in some cases conducting 
their own firms. Most of the winners 
of honorary awards were of the 
same sort. In other words, the com- 
petition appealed to commercial prac’ 
titioners of the art of landscape de- 
signing. The designs published are, 
consequently, eminently practical in 
their presentation.

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Hearing on Restricting Plant Imports 


Somewhat less than 100 persons 
attended the public hearing on the 
advisability of prohibiting or of fur 
ther restricting the entry of foreign 
nursery stock and other plants and 
bulbs pursuant to public law 290. The 
hearing was held by the United 
States Department of Agriculture at 
Washington, D. C., November 18. 

When quarantine 37 was imposed 
in 1919, it shut out many items of 
nursery stock, plants and bulbs and 
partially excluded others. The latter 
were allowed entry under permit on 
an artificial quantity basis, primarily 
for the purpose of securing new and 
uncommon varieties for propagation. 
Abuse of the permit privilege led to 
the virtual withdrawal of the quan- 
tity limits, inasmuch as the late Lee 
Strong questioned the legal authority 
under which Dr. C. C. Marlatt, his 
predecessor in charge of foreign quar- 
antine enforcement, established such 
limits. Passage of public law 290, 
July 31, 1947, gave congressional 
authority to the Secretary of Agri- 
culture to limit entry of nursery 
stock from foreign countries under 
such rules and regulations as he may 
deem necessary, etc. The hearing was 
called to consider the making of such 
rules and regulations, Upon consid- 
eration of the material presented at 
the hearing, the Department of Agri- 
culture will publish and make effec 
tive its restrictions, probably in the 
course of a few months. 

Opening the hearing in the audi 
torium of the South building, De- 
partment of Agriculture, at 10 a. m. 
November 18, P. N. Annand, chief 
of the bureau of entomology and 
plant quarantine, read the lengthy 
notice of the hearing, published in 
the November 15 issue of the Ameri- 
can Nurseryman. 

E. R. Sasscer, chief, division of 
foreign plant quarantines, read a 
statement listing insects found on im- 
ports of plants from foreign countries 
and describing the economic damage 
done by the pests in their native 
lands. He said, in addition, sixty- 
nine species of scale insects had been 
found. He referred to the possibility 
of importing virus diseases and their 
possible vectors, a recently realized 
threat. A tabulation of nine insects 
showed the reduction in the intercep- 
tions in the twenty-eight years since 
the quarantine as compared to the 
seven years preceding its promulga- 
tion in 1919. 

The threat of virus diseases was 
elaborated in a statement by Dr. Wil- 


liams. Giving examples of the intro- 
duction of hitherto unknown virus 
diseases, he emphasized the necessity 
of better means of detecting plant 
carriers entering this country. A 
lengthy list of viruses prevalent in 
foreign countries concluded the state- 
ment. 

Dr. Sasscer then elaborated on the 
seven topics to which particular at- 
tention was directed in the notice of 
the hearing. He related the historical 
aspects of the problems and told of 
the advantages and disadvantages in- 
volved in the procedure relating to 
each. These topics, as they appeared

in the call for the hearing, are quoted 
verbatim in the successive portions of 
the A. A. N. statement presented at 
the hearing and published in full in 
this issue. The department fa- 
vored limitation by age and size on 
imports, having found the application 
of numerical limitations unsuccessful. 
Federal inspection would be extend- 
ed. Prohibitions in conformity with 
section 7 of the plant quarantine act 
might include some groups of hosts 
now permitted contingent entry. 


State Officials Appear. 


B. P. Livingston, director of the 
division of plant industry, Montgom- 
ery, Ala., and president of the Na- 
tional Plant Board, offered a state- 
ment that plant hosts of foreign pests 
and diseases be excluded, that post- 
entry requirements be imposed on 
stock accompanied by pest hazards, 
that preinspection fumigation may be 
required, that imported plants be 
limited to twelve inches in height, 
that federal inspection stations be 


established and that rules be pub- 
lished as early as possible. 

A. B. Buchholz, New York direc- 
tor, and G. T. French, Virginia di- 
rector, endorsed the statement of the 
National Plant Board. 

John W. Baringer, assistant chief 
of the Ohio bureau of plant industry, 
read a statement for the Central Plant 
Board, urging restriction of the entry 
of foreign plant material in accord 
with the scope of the physical facili- 
ties and the personnel of the federal 
Department of Agriculture to inspect 
the material. The state officials of.- 
fered cooperation on postentry in 
spection. 

A. P. Messenger, of the California 
department of agriculture, concurred 
in the National Plant Board's state- 
ment, endorsed prohibitions men- 
tioned by Dr. Sasscer and asked spe 
cial attention to virus diseases 

A. C. Brown, secretary of the Flor- 
ida plant board, said it supported the 
National Plant Board and he, as sec- 
retary of the Southern Plant Board, 
expressed its concurrence also 

Frank McKennon, chief of the 
Oregon division of plant industry, 
endorsed the National Plant Board's 
statement as did Wilson Kellogg, 
Idaho director of agriculture and 
chairman of the Western Plant 
Be ard. 


A. A. N. Statement. 


Dr. R. P. White read the state- 
ment of the American Association of 
Nurserymen, published in full in this 
issue, to conclude the morning ses- 
sion. 

Opening the afternoon session, 
E. L. D. Seymour read a statement 
in behalf of the Committee on Horti- 
cultural Quarantines, an organization 
representing amateur plant growers, 
formed in 1919, asking consideration 
of the entry into this country of 
useful new plants for the interested 


public. 
Dr. C. J. Briejer, chief of the 
phytopathological service of the 


Netherlands, read a statement that, 
pointing out the importance of its 
exports to Holland and the impor- 
tant efforts made by Dutch growers 
and government to keep stock clean, 
urged cooperation in combating 
pests. Danger of introduction from 
the Netherlands of pests not now 
prevalent in the United States is now 
negligible, he said. Curtailing inter- 
national trade by restrictive regula- 
tions would weaken the economy of 
his country and increase the pest 
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danger. Safeguards can be obtained 
by fighting a disease or pest in the 
country of origin and by international 
methods of cooperation 

Supporting his compatriot, H. G. 
Dekens, president of the Holland 
Plant Exporters’ Association, Bos- 
koop, Holland, read a statement trac- 
ing the history of his organization 
and that of horticulture in the 
Netherlands. He urged the need in 
America of plants grown in Holland 
and the dependence of his fellow 
countrymen on the market here. He 
pleaded for mutual understanding 
and helpfulness in facing the subject 
of the hearing. 

Robert H. Roland, secretary of the 
Society of American Florists, read a 
short statement, first, concurring in 
the statement presented for the 
American Association of Nurserymen 
and, second, calling attention to the 
necessity of careful inspection of im- 
ports, and limiting entry to quanti- 
ties which can be given thorough at- 
tention. Rigid enforcement of quar- 
antine 37 was called for, he said. 

George Strong, a Washington at- 
torney, representing the Dutch Plant 
Exporters’ Association, attacked the 
position of the American Association 
of Nurserymen as commercial, rather 
than concerned with pest-free stock. 
He pleaded that current import re- 
quirements not be changed. 


Bulb Imports Debated. 


Gustav Springer, New York, secre- 
tary of the American Wholesale Bulb 
Dealers’ Association, appeared to ask 
that no new restriction be placed on 
bulb imports. He asserted that pub- 
lic law 290 omitted mention of bulbs 
and they therefore should not be the 
subject of further restriction. He fur- 
ther stated that present inspection 
procedure and cultivation methods 
protected American agriculture from 
possible danger from foreign pests. 

Avery Hoyt was asked by Dr. 


Annand to explain the inclusion of 
bulbs in the hearing notice. Mr. 
Hoyt stated Congressional opinion 
was that the Secretary of Agriculture 
had authority to impose restrictions 
on bulbs following a hearing; hence 
the phrase “and bulbs” was omitted 
from Senate bill 338. 


W. A. Sperling, of Stumpp & 
Walter Co., New York city, repre 
senting the American Seed Trade 
Association, asked inclusion in the 
proceedings of a portion of his 
statement at the hearing on $338. He 
believed attention should be given 
to the establishment of efficient for- 
eign inspection services, with the pez- 
mitted entry of pest-free bulbs. 

W. H. Keenan, chief of the 
department of plant inspection of the 
Canadian department of agriculture, 
Ottawa, Ont., said he came as an ob- 
server, recognizing the weighty prob- 
lems of the administrative officials in 
regard to the entry of foreign pests. 
He related the control procedure on 
the apple sucker, a pest mentioned in 
the notice of the hearing as occurring 


in Canada. 


Henry Hicks, of Hicks Nurs 
eries, Westbury, L. I., N. Y., spoke 
in favor of the introduction of for- 
eign species of plants, but under gov- 
ernment supervision, and related 
some of his experiences in plant intro- 
duction. 


During the afternoon session, sev- 
eral women representing garden clubs 
read brief statements opposing fur- 
ther restrictions on the importation 
of bulbs and nursery stock and ex- 
pressing sympathy for the Holland 
growers. A representative of the 
British legation offered cooperation 
in pest control along the lines sug 
gested by the Holland phytopatho 
logical service. 

Since all desiring to be heard had 
made their statements, Dr. Annand

A. A. N. CONFERENCE ON 
QUARANTINE HEARING. 


On the day preceding the hearing 
on foreign quarantine regulations, 
November 17. about a dozen mem- 
bers of the American Association of 
Nurserymen met at the Hotel Statler. 
Washington, D. C., to discuss the 
statement to be presented by the as- 
sociation. This statement, published 
in full on the following pages, had 
been prepared by the executive sec- 
retary, R. P. White, with the counsel 
of the quarantine adviser and other 
association members familiar with the 
problems involved. Minor changes 
were made, and procedure was out: 
lined. 

Further discussion developed after 
luncheon, at which guests were sev- 
eral state regulatory officials, members 


of the National Plant Board and the

NEW NURSERY OFFICE. 


The modern office and packing 
house shown on this page was re- 
cently completed for Henry Lohse’s 
Nursery, Dixon, Ill. The building 
was designed by Mr. Lohse. On the 
ground floor of the front portion of 
the building are two office rooms, and 
beneath are located the storage room 
and heating system. The back por- 
tion of the building is for packing 
as well as storing. The front of the 
structure is of face brick, and the 
side and back walls are of glazed tile. 


Established in 1931 as the Zuend 
& Lohse Nursery, the firm is now 
owned solely by Mr. Lohse, who pur- 
chased the interest of Mr. Zuend in 
1940. Mr. Lohse, who came to the 
United States in 1924, acquired his 
experience at the Hash Nurseries, 
Egenbuettel, a suburb of Hamburg, 
Germany. Mrs. Helen Lohse, who is 
active in her husband's business, 
worked at the Joachim Dieckmann 
Nursery, Winzeldorf, also a suburb 
of Hamburg, and immigrated in 
1923. A brother of Joachim Dieck- 
mann, John, established a nursery at 
Elm Grove, W. Va., which is now 
known as John Dieckmann & Sons. 

Henry John Lohse, the eldest of 
the Lohses’ three children, graduated 
from high school last June and is now 
working with his father at the nurs 
ery. 
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A. A. N. Stand on Nursery Stock Imports 


I appear here representing the 
American Association of Nursery- 
men, Inc., organized in 1875, incor- 
porated under the laws of New Jer- 
sy in 1921 and headquartered at 
635-636 Southern building, Washing- 
ton, D. C. The association is com 
posed of nurserymen producing and 
distributing fruit and ornamental 
nursery stock of all types from the 
hardy to the subtropical. It is com- 
posed of the larger as well as the 
smaller business units. Its active 
membership is domiciled in forty- 
four states, the District of Columbia 
and Alaska, and numbers 1,070. The 
American Association of Nurserymen 
also represents here fifty-seven re- 
gional, state and local associations of 
nurserymen with an added member- 
ship of approximately 1,300, making 
a total of approximately 2,400 busi- 
ness units represented. Over eighty 
per cent of the entire volume of 
nursery stock produced and distrib- 
uted in the country is represented 
through this association. 

In order that the record may be 
clear as to whom we represent and 
what we wish to testify on, I wish to 
have the record show at this point 
the complete text of article III, sec- 
tion 1, paragraph 2, of our bylaws: 

“The term ‘nursery business,” as 
used in the bylaws, refers to the pro- 
duction and/or distribution of plant 
materials, including trees, shrubs, 
vines and other plants having a per- 
sistent woody stem or stems, and all 
herbaceous annuals, biennials or 
perennials, generally used for outdoor 
planting, by those concerns whose 
major activities are agricultural or 
horticultural. It includes such busi- 
ness activities as the planting and 
servicing of landscaped areas. It ex- 
cludes the production of such plant 
materials as bulbs and corms.” 

We speak here for the nursery 
business as defined—and only as de 
fined. 

This association is governed by a 
representative body of nurserymen 
composed of delegates elected by the 
various regional, state and substate 
chapters. This democratic board of 
governors of about 100 determines 
the policies of the association. It has 
a policy in regard to international

quarantines which I would like to

“In order to prevent the. introduc- 
tion on nursery stock of plant pests 
new to or not widely distributed 
within the United States, it shall be 
the policy of the American Associa 
tion of Nurserymen, Inc., to seek by 
all lawful means adequate protection 
from such hazards to American agri 
culture, horticulture and forestry 
through the agency of quarantine, 
port-of-entry inspection and post 
entry growing requirements. The in 
terests of the association shall be 
limited to nursery stock as referred 
to in article III, section 1, of the by 
laws and shall not extend beyond the 
scope of this section of the bylaws.”

“1. Growing and applying remedial 
measures, if necessary, to imported 
nursery stock, plants and bulbs, in 
whole or in part, under postentry 
quarantine by the permittee or his 
agent under the supervision of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture.” 

Within the limitations of our pol- 
icy, it is our view that all imported 
nursery stock should be required to 
be planted in designated plots of the 
permittee, properly labeled or other- 
wise clearly identified, and grown 
there under quarantine and under of- 


ficial surveillance until it is certain 
that such stock is free from any in 
troduced insect pest or plant disease 
We believe that freedom from such 
pests can only be determined after 
two full growing with a 
minimum of two inspections per sea- 
son for all woody plants except 
roses, and for roses and herbaceous 
perennials, one full growing season. 
The usual surety bond should be re- 
guired. 


seasons 


We arrived at these two minimum 
release dates since it is our belief 
that, with roses and herbaceous per 
ennials, any insect or that 
escaped detection at the port of entry 
would be detected within the first 
growing season in this country. On 
the other hand, with certain rust dis- 
eases of conifers and probably other 
hosts, it is a proven fact that the in 
cubation period—that lapse of time 
between infection and the showing of 
symptoms—is of two years’ duration 
We desire as complete protection 
from pests as it is possible to obtain 
We do not want halfway or three 
quarters protection. We do not want 
in this land another white-pine blister 
rust, which is a classic example of 
what I am speaking about, to upset 
this industry with domestic, federal 
and state quarantines, but more im- 
portant and of first consideration, to 
threaten ruin to our white-pine for 
est or other timber stands. 


We recommend that postentry 
quarantine growing requirements be 
made mandatory on all imported 
nursery stock as defined with mini 
mum release dates as set forth above

With respect to the application of 
“remedial measures if necessary,” it 
is our view that the Secretary of Ag 
riculture has all necessary authority 
under the law as amended to require 
the bonded permittee to apply any 
treatment which he or his agents 
deem advisable for the control of any 
pest that may be discovered on such 
imported nursery stock. This author 
ity should extend to cover the out 
right destruction of imported nurs 
ery stock, if necessary, including the 
increase if any, if that too is found to 
be infested or infected. 

It is as important to us as individ 
ual commercial producers of plants to 
keep these alien pests from our fields 
as it is to the federal and state gov- 
ernments to keep such pests from ever 
gaining a foothold here. As nursery- 
men we are the heavy losers. The 
presence of new insect pests or plant 
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diseases causes us an immediate 
monetary loss in destruction of plants 
in which we have heavy production 
investments. We are next confronted 
with control costs such as spray ma 
terials, soil disinfectants and labor of 
application, as well as costs of spe- 
cialized equipment in some instances 
Usually, our nursery farms are quar 
antined and our normal markets are 
denied to us, which means a third 
heavy loss due to depreciation of in- 
vestments in nursery stock already 
produced and ready for market. 

It is to protect the investments of 
the industry from such unnecessary 
pest hazards that we desire as com- 
plete protection as it is possible to 
obtain from the danger of importation 
of additional pests from other lands. 


Size and Age of Imports. 


“2. Further limitations as to size 
and age of such imports, including 
the desirability of limiting the entry 
of certain species or classes of woody 
plants to seeds only, where seeds will 
serve the purpose of providing the 
plant desired.” 

On this proposition, we recognize 
that the pest risk incurred increases 
with the age of the plant material. 
We also recognize that the minimum 
of pest risk is incurred when seeds 
instead of plants and plant parts are 
involved. We are further of the 
opinion that, since to increase quan- 
tities of imports is automatically to 
increase the pest risk involved, 
imports of seeds, scions, budwood or 
plants be limited to those varieties of 
plants not generally available in this 
country, as determined by the bureau 
of plant industry, soils and agricul 
tural engineering. When imports are 
deemed essential, then it is our belief 
that the department should make it 
mandatory upon the importer to im- 
port seeds of the plants desired, 
whenever possible. In clonal stocks, 
we would consider it good policy for 
the department to require that the 
permittee limit his imports to bud- 
wood or scions. If this, for some rea- 
son, is impossible, and plants must 
be imported for foundation stock, 
then we would recommend that the 
size and age of such plants be pre- 
scribed. We suggest that plants not 
over twelve inches in height or not 
over 2 years of age be allowed entry. 
Both of these requirements need not 
be met, because certain species and 
classes of woody plants produced 
from seeds or cuttings will reach a 
height of over twelve inches in two 
years’ time. For such items the age 
limit will prevail. The older a plant 
becomes, the more liable it is to con- 
tract disease or to become infested 
with insects. Realizing the impor- 


tance of this basic truth, the recom 
mendations as to age and size limits 
seem sufhciently elastic, so that this 
country may be continuously sup- 
plied with the new and economically 
or socially important varieties of 
plants of other continents. We will 
have to assume a calculated risk 
here, but we should seek to keep this 
calculated risk to a minimum. 

We further recommend that, since 
it is a well established fact that many 
diseases and insect pests are seed- 
borne, the regulations be written so 
that imported seeds for the produc- 
tion of nursery stock, as defined, must 
be treated in accordance with ac-

cepted practices as a condition of 
entry. 


Numerical Limitations. 


“3. Numerical limitations on such 
imports.” 

The simplest and easiest way to 
reduce the pest risk on imported plant 
material is to limit the importations 
to those numbers necessary for prop- 
agation purposes. Such determina- 
tions can be readily made. Due to 
the legislative history of public law 
290, 80th Congress, First Session, 
numerical limitations are probably 
not authorized to those numbers 
needed “for propagation purposes.” 
We believe numerical limitations are 
authorized at the discretion of the 
Secretary for any other legitimate 
purpose, such as for the purpose of 
keeping this country supplied with 
new varieties of plants or plants not 
generally available in this country, of 
potential economic or aesthetic im- 
portance. The amendment to the 
plant quarantine act of 1912 as origi- 
nally introduced proposed authoriza- 
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tion for limiting entry “to that need 
ed for propagation purposes.” This 
phrase was eliminated by Congress go 
that as the amendment became law. 
the Secretary “was authorized to 
limit entry of nursery stock—under 
such rules and regulations as he may 
deem necessary- We believe a 
limitation regulation based on our 
needs as above suggested to be both 
proper and necessary and within the 
intent of the law. 

It is our recommendation that the 
quantity limits for nursery stock as 
set forth in P. Q. C. A. 278 revised, 
prior to the issuance of B. E. P.Q 
523 effective May 11, 1942, and sub 
sequent amendments, be immediately 
reestablished to apply to nursery 
stock that may be imported under 
permit for the purpose of keeping 
this country supplied with new varie 
ties of plants or plants not generally 
available in this country. We are fa- 
miliar with the difficulty of enforce- 
ment of such limits, but we do not 
think that the difficulties encountered 
previously with the enforcement of 
numerical quantity limits are insur- 
mountable 

It is axiomatic that permits should 
not be issued for quantities of im- 
ports in such volume as to be beyond 
the ability of the department to in- 
spect at port of entry and to fumi 
gate or otherwise treat the shipment

Charles M. Boardman, second vice- 
president of the Pennsylvania Nurs 
erymen’s Association, has been presi- 
dent of the Farr Nursery Co., Weiser 
Park, Pa., since 1926. 

After his graduation from Massa- 
chusetts State College in 1920 witha 
degree in landscape architecture, Mr 
Boardman entered the employ of the 
former William H. Moon Nursery, 
where he was employed until 1922. 
For the next year he was associated 
with Black, Burris & Fiske, landscape 
engineers. In 1923 he joined the Farr 
Nursery Co. and three years later be- 
came president of the firm. 





Besides serving as vice-president of 
the Pennsylvania association, Mr. 
Boardman is a member of the execu 
tive committee of the National Land- 
scape Nurserymen’s Association. 

The Farr Nursery Co. was founded 
in 1908 by Bertrand H. Farr primar 
ily as a mail-order business. But for 
the past twenty-five years practically 
all activity has been devoted to land- 
scape plantings and local sales, and 
the only mail-order specialty now is 
day lilies, which are shipped exten: 
sively over the country. 
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Cotoneasters for Flower and Fruit 


As a group, the cotoneasters are 
planted for their appearance as plants 
—form and foliage —and for their 
show of fruits in autumn. With one 
or two exceptions, they do not rate 
high as flowering plants, as far as the 
display value of their spiraea-like 
blooms is concerned. Even s0, 
among the cotoneasters are to be 
found some of the most gardenesque 
of shrubby plant materials capable of 
showing off at their best in limited 
areas. 

To get these effects, it is usually 
necessary to start with fairly young 
plants and let them grow to maturity 
in their permanent locations. Old 
plants of cotoneasters are usually 
moved with extreme difficulty even 
with balled roots. As with very large 
or ancient lilacs, those large speci- 
mens that do stay alive after trans- 
planting require a season or so, or 
even longer, to regrow the tops which 
vo back after the shift or which are 
cut back to insure successful trans- 
planting. 

The conclusion of experienced 
planters is that cotoneasters are plants 
to handle out of pots or in young 
nursery sizes. For larger specimens to 
be set in the customer's garden with 
assurance of no noticeable check, 
growing in containers seems indicated. 
This does not mean pot culture all of 
the way, because lifting for potting 
after a year or two years in a nursery 
bed will be all right for the safety 
f the plant and will result in easier, 
cheaper maintenance. Cost figures are 
not available, but the chances are that 
any study of the situation would 
reveal that it is not only more satis- 
factory horticulturally, but more 
profitable financially to sell cotone- 
asters not later than the end of the 
second year. Anything grown beyond 
that point will probably demand pric- 
ing at a level which will discourage 
volume. 

Very often, it is only those kinds 
which are planted in groups for 
ground covers or bank covering 
which are produced in volume any- 
way, and these fairly small plants give 
the desired effect quickly enough. 

As for cultural conditions, reason- 
ably good drainage seems to be about 
the only general requirement. The 
ideal soil seems to be a good garden 
loam which retains water. Cotone 
asters have been known to grow in 
heavy soil and to do equally well in 
sandy soil which was well manured

or was kept mulched during the en- 
tire year. 

Botanically, the cotoneasters ap- 
pear to be a technical tangle. More 
than one horticulturist has suggested 
that some knowing person should 
write a book about them and thus 
straighten out what for most of us is 
a confused and bewildering array of 


deciduous and evergreen shrubs, 
mostly from the Far East. 
In many instances in the past, 


worth-while cotoneasters have been 
grown from seeds and enjoyed with- 
out anyone’s being too sure of their 
exact identity. More recently, the 
high spots have been determined as

regards outstandingly satisfactory gar- 
den value for one planting purpose 
or another, and a few well recognized 
kinds are being cultured. Even after 
such evaluation, the list remains 
fairly long from the commercial plant 
grower's point of view. Actually, the 
list is not so long for northern gar- 
deners, because low winter tempera- 
tures take their toll of many kinds, 
particularly of those which are ever- 
green or nearly so. Where the climate 
is not a limiting factor, the full range 
of habits, fruiting properties and gar- 
den uses makes it worth while to 
include a number of different kinds 
of cotoneasters in the same develop- 
ment. 

As far as the ground-covering 
ability of cotoneasters is concerned, 
a number of species are to be recom 
mended, depending on the height of 
the covering plants permissable. 


Plants used on larger areas can often 
grow far taller than those where space 
is limited. 

Perhaps the most prostrate cotone- 
aster is C. dammeri radicans, which 
sends out its creeping stems in all 
directions. As the stems advance onto 
new ground, they root down in much 
the same manner as a squash vine. 
Even though this is an evergreen 
variety which in warmer areas keeps 
its foliage as a winter background for 
its small, red berries, it can usually 
grow satisfactorily in the north be- 
cause it stays so close to the ground 
that snow protects it. Snow being 
lacking, other covering may be neces- 
sary. The variety is being recom: 
mended nowadays in place of typical 
C. dammeri—formerly known as C. 
humifusa—because its foliage is more 
attractive. 

Next in height for ground-covering 
purposes could be considered Cotone- 
aster adpressa, sometimes known as 
creeping cotoneaster because of the 
way in which it can spread out to 
form a mat which may be about a 
foot high. In foliage it rivals C. hori- 
zontalis, but not in interesting branch 
arrangement. Its fruits are larger, 
too, but not so many of them form 

For a really hardy plant for large 
bank plantings, there is Cotone 
aster apiculata. It is a horizontally 
branched, deciduous shrub which is 
not so attractive in appearance as 
C. horizontalis, but one which will 
stand where the latter freezes back 
Its red autumn fruits are relatively 
large and remain on the plant to be 
colorful well into the winter 

Perhaps the best known and the 
most liked of all of the cotoneasters 
is C. horizontalis. From its laterally 
reaching main stems, side branches 
shoot out in regular fashion, making 
for a very striking appearance indeed 
The small leaves are glossy, and the 
numerous small red berries are most 
attractive late in the season. In spite 
of all of its qualities, C. horizontalis 
has the drawback of being not too 
top-hardy in many northern gardens 
Thus, this outstanding semievergreen 
plant is limited to use in rock gardens 
and other sheltered spots in much of 
the United States. 

Also suited only for protected rock 
garden sites is the low, spreading 
evergreen Cotoneaster microphylla 
thymifolia. Where suited, this plant 
is made attractive by its small shining 
leaves and its clusters of tiny pinkish

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Prize Designs of Small Home Grounds 


Vivid and contrasting colors key- 
note the landscape plan for a Cape 
Cod house in zone 2, reproduced on 
the opposite page, which won for its 
designer, Adele Gottsleben, Milwau- 
kee, Wis., an honorary mention. The 
designer’s comments appear below. 

The contest required that a small 
salad garden be included in the plan 
as well as an area for a 2-year-old 
baby’s sandbox. From the kitchen a 
stone path at one side leads to the 
salad garden at the far end of the 
yard, while the center area includes a 
spacious lawn with a birdbath and a 
garden seat, shaded by an apple tree. 
A privet hedge encloses the rounded 
end of the lawn where the seat is 
located, thus forming a cozy nook, 


while the area of lawn nearest the 
house is flanked on each side by beds 
of bright flowers 

A terrace, appropriately placed, 
closes in the lawn at the end nearest 
the house and affords a delightful 
view of the garden. There is a clear 
view of the sandbox from the terrace 
and the kitchen, but to the rear, a 
large lilac bush provides shade for 
the child. The long driveway, which 
skillfully balances the design, is 
bounded by a row of Bechtel’s crabs, 
placed along the property line. 

This design completes the publica- 
tion of the series of prize-winners— 
those that received awards and those 
given honorary mention—in the con- 
test for designs of small home 


grounds conducted by the American 
Nurseryman with the cooperation of 
the National Landscape Nursery. 
men’s Association. This series of de 
signs has presented to readers the 
ideas of professional designers in dif. 
ferent sections of the country. They 
have presented planting plans for 
four different styles of houses com- 
monly used in contemporary residen- 
tial building.

This little garden bursts forth with a parade of color 
and fragrance from early spring to the latter days of 
fall. The forsythia, with its golden sheath of color, 
heralds the spring with a spicy fragrance that gives 
one the assurance that the warm days of spring are not 
far behind. 

From the terrace we have an exotic view to the gar 
den, from which the main axis leads the eye to the 
apple tree, bursting into blossom with a breath-taking 
radiance. This picture is enclosed with a 4-foot privet 
hedge, ending with an arborvitae tree scaled in harmony 
with the height of the hedge. The vista widens, and 
our eye catches the long row of pink Bechtel’s crabs, 
balanced to the right with a pale-blooming pear tree 
and cherry trees covered with blossoms resembling a 
mantle of snow. The playful breeze picks up the 
fragrance of the blossoms and gently wafts them about 
for all to enjoy. 

Among the early bloomers, the tulips nod for recog- 
nition. Hidden in a shady corner with ferns, the 
violets modestly put forth a purple hue, blending beau- 
tifully in color and fragrance with the pink hawthorn. 
Dreamily our thoughts float to old England to visualize 
and enjoy the never-to-be-forgotten hawthorn hedges, 


with violets at their feet. The early-blossoming trees, 
shrubs and flowers have said farewell to spring. 

Like the elm tree, the lilac bush has almost become 
traditional in the American landscape. The lilac plant: 
ing around the baby’s sandbox gives the child protection 
and shade.

FOR LANDSCAPE MEN. 


At the request of members of the 
National Landscape Nurserymen’s 
Association at the Boston meeting of 
the association last summer, a study 
is to be made of the number and kind 
of positions which exist in the land 
scape nurseries of the country for 
college-trained men.

mittee to undertake this study, and 
members include Howard C. Taylor, 


N. Y.; George Roeding, Jr., of Cali- 
fornia Nursery Co., Niles, Cal.; 
Owen B. Schmidt, of F. D. Moore 
& Sons, Narberth, Pa.; Lewis Hillen- 
meyer, Jr., of Hillenmeyer Nurseries, 
Lexington, Ky.; Donald Wyman, of 
Bay State Nurseries, North Abing- 
ton, Mass.; Harold Hunziker, of M. J. 
Hunziker & Sons, Niles, Mich., and 
Walter Burwell, of Burwell Nurseries 
Co., Columbus, O. Homer K. Dodge, 
of Landscape Service Co., Framing- 
ham, Mass., is chairman. 

The committee has been instructed 


for graduates of landscape architec: 
ture, ornamental horticulture, nurs- 
ery practice and other fields for the 
information of colleges and univer- 
sities with the aim of making gradu: 
ates of these departments more use- 
ful. It has been pointed out that 
nurserymen in the future will use 
many more college-trained men who 
will occupy positions as landscape 
architects, salesmen, supervisors of 
planting and superintendents of pro- 
duction.

Azalea Flower Forms 


The evergreen or semievergreen 
azaleas vary so widely in form of 
flower that some standardization of 
the nomenclature for description of 
such forms should be useful to the 
nurseryman and the amateur special- 
ist. At present the terms “hose-in- 
hose,” “double,” “semidouble” and 
“fully double” are used to describe 
various doubling effects, but fre- 
quently inexactly or indiscriminately 

Referring to appearance primarily, 
rather than botanical distinctions, 
there follow some suggestions for 
classification of azalea flower types 

Class I—Single Types. 

Calyx of five green sepals, corolla 
of five colored petals, five to ten 
stamens and single pistil. Calyx lobes 
and corolla lobes are more exact terms 
for the sepals and petals, since they 
are usually fused at the base into a 
tube. Frequently the calyx lobes are 
quite minute and inconspicuous. 

Where the sepals are only partial- 
ly transformed to petals the flower 
should be designated merely as a 
single and not a hose-in-hose single. 
Also, where only a few of the stamens 
are partially or fully transformed to 
petals the flower should probably be 
designated as a single, and not a semi- 
double or double. These points are 
further mentioned below. 

The single is, of course, the most 
common type of flower. Examples are 
Rhododendron kurume Hinodegiri 
and kaempferi hybrid Othello. 


Class 1l—-Semidouble Types. 

Calyx of five green sepals, corolla 
of five colored petals, but all or most 
of the stamens partially transformed 
to petals. The partially transformed 
stamens are smaller than true petals 
or contorted, or the anther or filament 
of the stamen remains evident. In addi- 
tion, there may be extra petals simi- 
lar to the true petals and not account- 
ed for by transformed stamens. Also, 
there may be a few normal stamens, 
or a few stamens fully (not merely 
partially) transformed to petals. In 
other words, taken as a whole, the 
stamens have been only partially 
transformed to petals. The pistil may 
be absent or transformed. This type 
of flower is not common. Examples: 
Southern Indian azalea, William Bull: 
Fujimanyo (mucronatum f. plena), 
Rutherfordiana hybrids Crimson 
Glory and Snowbank, Gable hybrids 
C-5-G, H-12-G and Louise Gable, 
indicum Sweet (macrantha) vars.

For the guidance of nurserymen in 
reference to standardization of the 
nomenclature for desc ription of ever 
green or semievergreen forms of aza 
leas, his suggestions for the classifica 
tion of azalea flower types are here 
presented briefly for the readers of 
this magazine by Frederic P. Lee. A 
prominent attorney of Washington, 
D. ee Mr. Lee has developed his 
hobby of growing azaleas to the point 
that he is regarded as an authority by 
specialists in that plant. Readers who 
may be interested in a fuller develop- 
ment of his recommendations regard 
ing nomenclature for various types of 
azalea flowers are referred to his arti 


cle last January in the National Ho 


ticultural Magazine 





Five of the country’s foremost bot 
anists and horticulturists differed on 
the appropriate designation for this 
form of flower. “Semidouble”™ is the 
simplest of their suggestions. 


Class I11I—Double Types. 


Calyx of five green sepals, corolla 
of five colored petals, but all or most 
of the stamens fully transformed to 
petals. The true petals and the fully 
transformed stamens look substantial 
ly alike. In addition, there may be 
extra petals similar to the true petals 
and not accounted for by transforma- 
tion of stamens. The pistil may be 
absent or transformed. This type of 
flower is also not common. Example: 
Gable hybrid La Premiere, kurume 
Shishu. 


Class IV—Hose-in-hose Types. 


Flowers of any of the three above 
types except that the sepals are fully 
transformed to petals and fused to 
a tube so that calyx and corolla look 
alike. Such flowers appear to have 
two cycles of petals, one growing 
within the other—a “double-decker.” 
A hose-in-hose flower may be a “hose 
in-hose single,” a “hose-in-hose semi 
double” or a “hose-in-hose double.” 

Where the sepals are only partially 
transformed to petals, i.e., are much 
smaller or narrower or contorted, the 
effect is not that of a hose-in-hose 
flower and the flower should not be 
so designated. Thus kurumes Christ- 
mas Cheer and Debutante, Gable hy- 
brid Royalty, Pericat hybrids Hamp- 
ton Beauty and Sweetheart, Glenn 
Dale hybrid Fashion and Yerkes hy- 
brid 140-A have not become hose-in- 
hose singles, but are merely singles

Hose-in-hose doubles: 
brid Rosebud. 

Most of the kaempferi hybrids 
southern Indian azaleas, Glenn Dal 
hybrids so far distributed, Arnoldiana 
hybrids and Chugai Nursery hybrids 
are singles. Most of the kurumes and 
Yerkes hybrids are also singles, but 
hose-in-hose singles are common 
among them. It is among the Gable 
hybrids, Pericat hybrids, Ruther 
fordiana hybrids, the Ghent forcing 
types and the indicum Sweet varie 
ties (macranthas) that most of the 
semidoubles, hose-in-hose _ semi 
doubles, doubles and_hose-in-hose 
doubles appear, along with, of course, 
singles and hose-in-hose singles 

The flower forms of the deciduous 
azaleas also fit the above classification 
Most are singles, although some 
doubling occurs among the Ghent 
hybrids and the mixta or rustica flore 
plena hybrids. 

Occasionally an azalea plant dis 
plays flowers of more than one class 
at the same time, or its flowers may 
vary in class in different years. This 
is true of both the evergreen and 
deciduous The native aus 
trinum in rare instances bears some 
flowers with partially transformed 
sepals.

Thus 
kurume Koromo Shikibu and indicum 
Sweet (macrantha) var.

Another quite 
unusual plant is Fujimanyo. What ap 
pear to be small rudimentary green 
leaves appear in the center of the 
flowers and the partially petaloid 
stamens show green or fringed tips 
The sepals are unchanged, but the 
thirty or so petals are a larger num

The Traveling Nursery 


One of the most interesting as well 
as important chapters in the develop- 
ment of horticulture in the northwest 
was written when Henderson Lewel- 
ling crossed the plains from Iowa to 
Oregon in 1847 with a wagonload of 
grafted fruit trees. Henderson Lewel- 
ling, who had engaged in the nursery 
business first in Indiana and later in 
Iowa, had read accounts of the travels 
and experiences of Lewis and Clark 
and of the early settlers. 

In the fall of 1845 he began to 
plan for his move to Oregon and pre- 
pared well for the journey. He built 
two boxes of sufficient length and 
breadth to set evenly in the wagon 
bed. After preliminary experiments, 
he decided that compost, charcoal and 
soil would best suit his needs, and in 
this mixture he planted 700 small 
trees and shrubs, consisting of all the 
best varieties in cultivation at that 
time. The trees were planted in the 
wagon boxes and protected from 
shock by strips of hickory. 

With three yoke of oxen hitched 
to the wagon, he left Salem, Ia., April 
17, 1847. It was necessary to water 
the trees every day after dry weather 
set in and, at times, to procure water 
even when it meant the suffering of 
the people themselves. Everyone 
along the way pronounced his under- 
taking a hazardous one, but Hender- 
son Lewelling was undaunted in his 
determination to bring through the 
traveling nursery in his own way. 
After crossing the North Platte and 
the Sweetwater rivers, the continental 
divide, the Green river, the sage- 
brush plains and, twice, the Snake 
river, the “nursery wagon” arrived 
finally at the Whitman settlement, 
Walla Walla, Wash. Dr. Marcus 
Whitman expressed high appreciation 
for Mr. Lewelling’s efforts in bring- 
ing grafted fruit trees to the Oregon 
country. 

The fruit trees were taken out of 
the boxes, wrapped in cloth for pro- 
tection and moved to a lighter and 
better running wagon for a more 
comfortable and rapid journey to The 
Dalles, which. Mr. Lewelling reached 
October 5, 1847. There he joined 
others in constructing two boats to 
carry the wagons and goods, as well

as the families, down the river. They 
traveled as far as Wind river, where 
the wagons were unloaded and used 
to ferry the cattle and horses over 
to the north side of the Columbia 
river, and then reloaded and taken to 
the upper Cascades, where they were 
again unloaded. 

The wagons were set up and hauled 
to the lower Cascades, while the 
boats, which had been turned adrift 
at the upper Cascades, went bumping 
and tossing down with the seething 
current and were captured below. 
There the boats were reloaded and 
worked down the Columbia river to

a point opposite Fort Vancouver, 
where they arrived November 17. 
Henderson Lewelling then spent some 
time looking around for a location. 
He finally bought and moved to a 
place joining Milwaukie about Feb- 
ruary 5, 1848. About one-half of the 
trees survived the journey and, to- 
gether with some seeds, constituted 
the first nursery in the Pacific north- 
west. 

As stated by one historian, “that 
wagonload of fruit trees contained 
more health, wealth and fame for 
Oregon than any ship that ever en- 
tered the Columbia river.” Later, 
Seth Lewelling, a brother of Hender- 
son, started and expanded a nursery 
at a site near the present city of Mil- 
waukie, Ore. 

Some of the original fruit trees are 
still growing and are productive. 
Frank H. Reeves now owns the site 
and keeps the trees in condition by 


pruning, tree surgery and good cul- 
ture. 

This year the city of Milwaukie, 
Ore., is celebrating the centennial of 
this first nursery with a festival fea- 
turing “Queen Pomona™ and apple 
pies made from the original trees. 
White Pearmain, Waxen, Gloria 
Mundi and Baldwin are among the 
varieties which will be served during 
this festival commemorating the be- 
ginning of the nursery industry in 
Oregon.

Plant Notes Here and There 


It was my privilege recently to go 
through a garden where I saw a 
plant, Arenaria liniflora, also known 
as Arenaria bauhinorum and Alsine 
bauhinorum, which I had not seen 
for years and which I had supposed 
was not in American trade. Since 
the gardener told me he bought it 
from a northwestern dealer, I am 
prompted to mention it at this time 
If plants are not now available, seeds 
are usually listed by European deal- 
ers, so that interested growers need 
not go without it 

It makes a mat of fur-like, nar 
rowly linear, dark green leaves, or- 
namental in themselves throughout 
the open season. For a month or 
more, commencing in June, it covers 
itself with a myriad of creamy cups, 
small as one usually thinks of the 
flowers, but quite large for the size of 
the plant. When in bloom the plant 
is about eight inches tall, which, to 
gether with its amiable disposition, 
fits it for a number of garden situa- 
tions where sunshine or light shade 
and good drainage are to be had 
Farrer’s statement that he considered 
it one of the most beautiful rock 
plants may be a little farther than 
you and I would care to go, but it 
will give an idea of its worth. Like 
other sandworts. it comes readily 
from seeds. 


Early Winter Flowers. 


When the poet speaks of autumn 
as “the melancholy days,” those of 
us who garden suspect that he was 
not a devotee of that art. If, by 
chance, he was a gardener, we real 
ize that his gloomy mood was n 
doubt brought on by the loss of 
favorite before the onslaughts of th 
demon frost. Spring, as the awaken 
ing of life, fills one with eager an 
ticipation which finds partial fulfil 
ment in summer's wealth of flowers 
and reaches full fruition in the “Sab 
bath of the year,” autumn. Yet, after 
the first weeks of autumn, except for 
the few brave souls who have no fear 
of chilly, sunless days and cold nights, 
most people will agree that these 
days, from the floral standpoint, are 
the saddest of the year. 

All who deserve the name of gar 
dener have a wealth of color in Sep- 
tember and often well into October, 
even as far north as where I labor in 
Michigan, for we have an abundance 
of material among the chrysanthe- 
mums, Michaelmas daisies, heleniums, 
monkshood, torch lilies and other

perennials as well as many hardy an- 
nuals from which to choose. But 
when one gets beyond the heavy 
freezes and the first snows, when the 
season really begins to earn its repu- 
tation of being the “harvest of 
greedy death,” it takes not a little 
ingenuity to snatch a nosegay from 
grudging nature. 


Christmas Rose. 


The gardener seeking late fall and 
early winter flowers, if he has been 
well advised, will first turn to the 
Christmas rose, Helleborus niger, in 
one of its forms. And he will not be 
disappointed, either. Here is one of 
the most remarkable plants known to 
gardeners, an herb that upsets near- 
ly all one’s preconceived ideas of 
plant behavior by putting on its 
show while others are sleeping and 
apparently resting. How it does i 
is beyond the gardener’s ken; that 
it actually accomplishes the appar- 
ently impossible is all the recommen- 
dation needed to gain the Christmas 
rose admittance to the most select 
company. 


The way its efforts are evidenced 
is what interests us now. Beginning 
in late October or early November. 
especially if variety altifolius is the 
chosen one, whitish flower stems 
emerge from the tuft of well divided 
evergreen leaves to a height of a foot. 
more or less. They quickly unfurl 
large white flowers, three and one 
half inches wide in the variety men 
tioned, which are not unlike single 
roses. Their season of production is 
remarkable enough in itself, but the 
amount of frost which the flowers 
withstand is unbelievable. By refer- 
ring to my notes I find, for instance, 
that in November, 1941, clumps in 
the open had gone through several 
nights with the thermometer regis- 
tering 18 degrees,-one night at 7 de 
grees avove zero and three days during 
which they were covered with snow 
and were still waving their lovely 
white flags in the cold wind when the 
snow left. The notes further revealed 
that a few blooms showed by their 
purplish hue that the harsh treatment 
had chi-led their blood, but otherwise 
left them unharmed. If they had been

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given the protection of a gladiolus- 
covered frame, as we always did when 
we grew them commercially, these 
same flowers would have been a major 
part of our Christmas cheer, barring 
unforeseen accidents. 

The books tell us to give the plants 
shade, which would no doubt be 
necessary from Chicago southward 
and perhaps even at the Chicago lati- 
tude. Here in northern Michigan we 
find sunny situations acceptable if 
watering is not neglected. Regardless 
of exposure, they like good living 
and especially a diet reinforced with 
humus in the form of thoroughly 
rotted manure and leaf mold. Al- 
though I have always thought that 
they were partial to a slightly acid 
soil, experience shows they are quite 
tolerant in that respect. 

The books are also full of state- 
ments which lead the inexperienced 
gardener to think that the plants re- 
sent disturbance. In reality, experi- 
enced commercial growers divide 
their stock at frequent intervals, 
often every second or third year, as 
closely as the number of eyes permit. 
Division is done in early spring and 
means few flowers that season, but 
the second and third years usually 
see them back in their stride. When 
we grew them for flowers for cutting, 
the plants were always lifted, care- 
fully, of course, and put under glass, 
either in coldframes or in a cold 
house, to secure spotless flowers for 
the Christmas market. 

I am under the impression, though 
I do not find it at the moment, that 
propagation of helleborus from leaf 
cuttings has been covered in this col- 
umn before; so it will not be repeated 
now unless enough requests come in 
to show that some comments on the 
subject would be welcomed 


Douglasia. 


An ex-serviceman, majoring in hor- 
ticulture in one of our land-grant col- 
leges with the hope of embarking on 
a career in the nursery business, asks 
for a few words on douglasia, which 
he heard highly praised in England. 
I am afraid he will be disappointed 
if he attempts it in eastern United 
States, but am glad to give my ex- 
perience with the genus. 

Douglasia, which is a member of 
the primrose family, is closely allied 
both to primulaceae and androsace. 
In fact it might just as well be in- 
cluded in the latter so far as the gar- 
dener is concerned, for the plant only 
differs from androsace in a few mi- 
nor characteristics, such as having 
true branches, though short and 
densely clothed with leaves, which 
actually gives it the androsace look,

and in some flowering and fruiting 
peculiarities. 

Like androsace, it is to be ap- 
proached with a certain amount of 
caution by lowland gardeners in the 
east, because none of the kinds 
known to me are to be called easily 
grown. They are like the aretian 
androsaces in this respect and re- 
quire infinite care in this climate. Ac- 
cording to my experience, which 
ended several years ago because of 
the care douglasia needs in my dry 
garden, all the species need the so 
called wet moraine treatment or 
something approaching it. This treat- 
ment includes a soil made up of sand, 
leaf mold and peat in which a gener- 
ous quantity of stone chips is incor- 
porated and a constant supply of 
water, preferably moving, at the 
roots of the plants. In addition to 
the foregoing, it is quite useless to 
ittempt the cultivation of any 
douglasia that I know in the climate 
of the middle west unless one can 
give it shade during the middle of the 
day. If one has customers who can 
take care of that class of plants, 
douglasia offers a field of exploitation 
and one in which little competition 
will be encountered. 

There are said to be two forms of 
D. laevigata (page the botanists for 
another name!), one with dark pink 
flowers from the Olympic mountains 
of Washington and another with 
clear rosy-pink flowers from the Co- 
lumbia gorge, but the Olympic form 
is the only one I know. It makes a 
pretty little green rosette, from which 
spring 2-inch stems, each carrying 
from three to seven flowers in an 
umbel. It is the easiest to grow of 
the douglasias that I know and prob- 
ably would be best for the beginner. 

Of the really hairy to woolly kinds, 
I believe D. montana, from the Mon- 
tana and Wyoming Rockies, is per- 
haps the best for the amateur, not 
only because it is generally the easi- 
est to cultivate, but also because of 
its pretty flowers, pink, not purple, 
according to the ones I have seen. 
Nor were its flowers ever purple on 
plants that I have had, as the books 
tell us they should be. Rather, they 
were a pleasing shade of deep pink, 
with one to three flowers to a stem. 
Except for its woolly rosettes, D. den- 
tata is disappointing in its purplish 
flowers, two to five to a stem, and | 
doubt if it would appeal to many 
gardeners. On the other hand, D 
nivalis, from British Columbia, is a 
beauty with its woolly rosettes and 
pink flowers on stems up to four 
inches in height. I had it only once 
and lost it after a year or two because 
of our dry soil; so I cannot say much

COVER ILLUSTRATION. 


Quercus virginiana. 


One of the most majestic of the 
oaks, and as typically southern as the 
southern magnolia, is the broad- 
leaved evergreen, Quercus virginiana, 
live oak. It is a native plant found 
throughout the lower coastal plains 
from Virginia south to Florida and 
west to Mexico. It is completely 
hardy only along the south Atlantic 
and Gulf coasts and is seldom found 
growing natively more than sixty 
miles from the coast, although 
it has proved hardy in protected sites 
when transplanted as far north as 
central Georgia and Alabama. It 
forms a dense, wide-spreading round 
head, usually grows to sixty feet, 
rarely to 100 feet in height, and 
spreads to 100 feet. The trunk soon 
breaks up into very large branches, 
which are at first horizontal and later 
become slightly drooping in old 
trees. The fact that the live oak does 
not bear a central leader and develops 
very large limbs easily separates it 
from the other evergreen southern 
oak, Quercus laurifolia, laurel oak. 

The branches of the live oak are 
tomentose and the leaves are ellipti- 
cal, one and one-half to five inches 
long, whitish tomentose beneath, 
with revolute margins. It prefers a 
sandy, well drained soil, but will 
grow in almost any soil except water- 
logged or poorly drained soils. It 
thrives in sun or under the cover of 
taller trees and is relatively free of 
insect and disease pests. Although it 
is slow-growing, it transplants easily, 
particularly in the smaller sizes. The 
usual method of propagation is by 
acorns, which ripen in October and 
are planted immediately. Softwood 
cuttings are sometimes used, but root 
with difficulty. 

The picturesque shape and branch- 
ing habit of the live oak make it well 
adapted to a wide range of landscape 
uses. It is excellent as a street tree 
for wide residential streets, for sea- 
side plantings and as a tree for large 
formal lawn areas. It is also useful as a 
park tree, as a cover for picnic areas,

Reflections on the Progress and Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 


COLOR SLIDES. 
Photography has been a hobby of 


mine for some twenty years, but not 
until Kodachrome was invented had 
it become particularly adaptable to 
horticultural usage except in general 
advertising, and then it was limited 
in the main to black and white re- 
production. About the time I had 
made up my mind to go into color 
photography the war came on, and 
neither the necessary 35-mm. camera 
nor the Kodachrome was available. 

About a year ago | purchased the 
camera desired and started taking 
several series of color pictures on 35 
mm. film. These are mounted in 
2x2-inch slides and may be examined 
by transmitted light, but are best 
when projected upon a screen. My 
several series have consisted of slides 
of gardens of interest in this section. 
whether I had anything to do with 
them or not; of flowering perennials, 
shrubs and trees; of berried shrubs 
and trees; of specimen evergreen 
shrubs and trees; of scenes of natural 
beauty, and then of certain plant 
specialties in which I had a particular 
interest. In the year I have taken 
about 300 pictures, and of course, my 
sets are far from finished 


My objects in taking these color 
pictures are several. First, it is an 
extension of my hobby. Second 
nurserymen know that giving talks 


on garden subjects is well-nigh un 
avoidable. I do not particularly énjoy 
giving talks, but | have found that 
the audience response is much more 
gratifying if you have something to 
show them. The pictures on the 
screen become your “notes.” making 
the job much easier. Lastly, you can 
use the slides or reproductions from 
them in your own direct-mail adver 
tising 

The hobby is not a terribly expen 
sive one. A satisfactory camera costs 
about $75 (you can pay much more; 
I didn’t), and you can get an excellent 
projector for the same amount, one 
that will project an image 4x6 feet 
and suitable for an audience of 200 
or 300 people. The film in Maryland. 
including sales tax, costs $3.11 and 
contains twenty exposures; the cost of 
processing is included, so that each 
mounted slide costs but 16 cents. At 
that price one could afford to mail 
slides to a customer if it meant a sale. 

I have had my best success with 

: 


Kodachrome and have found the 
colors surprisingly accurate. The blues 
tend to be exaggerated and the reds 
to show a shade lighter than their 
true color. There are other color films 
on the market, but I have had mis 
fortunes in having them processed 
The color of Kodachrome is excel 
lent enough to put enough spice in 
your pictures so that you have little 
or no desire to take black and white 
photographs again 

Color photography with Koda 
chrome is a little more exacting in 
technique than black and white 
photography, but for the nursery- 
man and landscape architect not in 
terested in anything but straight 
forward picture taking, good results

DAKOTA ELM SEEDLINGS 
GROWN IN ITALY. 


E. C. Hilborn, president of the 
Northwest Nursery Co., Valley City, 
N. D., about fourteen years ago sent 
100,000 Chinese elm seedlings to Ar 
turo Ansaloni, nurseryman at Balog- 
na, Italy, together with a photograph 
of a Chinese elm, which stood in Mr. 
Hilborn’s own dooryard. Mr. Ansa 
loni published the photograph of the 
North Dakota elm in his catalog. 

Reporting that again this season 
the Northwest Nursery Co. took spe 
cial photographs for the Italian nurs 
eryman’s catalog, Mr. Hilborn has 
forwarded Mr. Ansaloni’s letter ac 
knowledging receipt of the “nice 
photos of Chinese elm trees and plan 
tations.” Extracts from the letter ap 
pear below. 

“The Chinese elms grown here 
from the seedlings your company 
supplied us some fourteen years ago 
have made a splendid growth. We 
now have large and thrifty trees, 
which are very beautiful and useful 
for street plantings and parks. When 
we ordered from you the lot of 100,- 
000 seedlings we intended to use the 
trees as support to the vines here in 
our plan of the Po valley; the intro 
duction of this new tree in our cul 
tivations here aimed to replace our 
old common elm, U. campestris, 
which at that time was beginning to 
suffer tremendously due to the Dutch 
elm disease attacks, 

“In the first growing seasons the 
trees developed very well, even too 
rapidly, and after only two growing 
seasons we had ready trees to sell to 
our customers in search of a species 
which did not die. However, later 
we discovered that the branching sys- 
tem of the top was too dense, the 
branchlets were too weeping, and it 
was finally decided to choose another

GOVERNMENT NURSERIES 
TRIPLE PRODUCTION. 


Distribution of forest tree seed- 
lings for reforestation and windbreak 
planting this year will be almost 
three times that of last year, the For 
est Service of the United States De 
partment of Agriculture reported last 
month. The seedlings are made 
available under the federal-state co 
operative program for production 
and distribution at cost of planting 
stock to farmers. The prospective 
distribution of over 200,000,000 seed 
lings for this year will bring this ac 
tivity back to approximately prewar 
levels 

On the basis of reports to the For 
est Service from forty-one states, 
Hawaii and Puerto Rico, the agency 
said that the proposed output of the 
nurseries for 1947 under the coopera- 
tive program totals 215,137,000 seed- 
ling trees. Total output in 1946, 
when production was still hampered 
by wartime difficulties, was 
81,127,000. On the average it takes 
1,000 seedlings to plant an acre 

Recently, the service estimated 
there are 75,000,000 acres of idle and 
unproductive forest land that should 
be planted in the United States, but 
reported that in the past twenty years 
less than 6,500,000 acres had been 
planted. 

The cooperative program for sup- 
plying tree-planting stock is carried 
on under provisions of the Clarke 
McNary and Norris-Doxey acts.

RECENT EXPERIMENTS 

WITH CHEMOTHERAPY. 

Work conducted this summer at 
the Connecticut agricultural experi- 
ment station, New Haven, confirms 
earlier results showing that the Dutch 
elm disease is definitely retarded by 
ipplications of oxyquinoline benzoate 
made chemotherapeutically, accord 
ing to Dr. A. E. Dimond, plant 
pathologist who is in charge of the 
project 

While the chemotherapeutic meth 
od has not yet resulted in many cases 
in curing the disease (trees so treated 
may eventually die), the application 
of oxyquinoline benzoate prolongs 
the life of diseased trees substantially. 
Work during the past season was con 
centrated on pinning down the limi 
tations of the present treatment with 
the aim of perfecting the treatment 
turthe: 

Several methods of application 
were tested, and it was found that 
putting the material beneath the sur 
face of the ground under pressure 
was by far the most effective. The 
ipparatus used for this purpose is an 
ordinary spray pump equipped with 
i special T-shaped nozzle, the end of 
which is inserted about twenty inches 
below the ground surface. This 
method was distinctly superior to 
watering a solution of the chemical 
m the ground or applying the dry 
material to the surface and then 
sprinkling it with water. Approxi 
mately two months after treatment 
xperimental trees treated by the sub 
surface pressure method showed only 
six per cent diseased crowns, while 
the percentage for surface sprinkling, 
dry application followed by sprink 
ling, and untreated trees were fifteen. 
thirty-five and twenty-nine, respec 
try ely 

The summer's work also showed 
that oxyquinoline benzoate should be 
ipplied twice a year for effective 
checking of the disease. It was dem 
onstrated that the effect of the treat 
ment begins to wear off after ninety 
days 

Other work conducted on the tim 
ing of treatments showed that mate 
rials put on during the period be 
tween May 1 and July 15 markedly 
slowed down the development of 
foliage symptoms of the Dutch elm 
disease. Applications during late July 
ind August tended to prevent winter 
dieback of the limbs, typical of the 
Dutch elm disease. Early spring treat 
ments were almost completely with 
out effect 

Chemotherapeutic treatments of 
trees with oxyquinoline benzoate 
were most effective when the trees 

re in the early stages of the disease

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The tests also showed some evidence 
that the application of the chemical 
may prevent infection in healthy 
trees to a limited degree. 

Research now, Dr. Dimond says, 
will be directed toward finding chem- 
icals that are more effective in check- 
ing the disease than oxyquinoline 
benzoate. His ultimate purpose is to 
uncover a material that will prevent 
the eventual death of diseased trees 
and provide an effective protectant 
for healthy ones. 





BAD WEATHER AFFECTS 
NEW ENGLAND FALL SALES. 


Marinus Van der Pol, proprietor 
of Van's Nursery & Landscape Serv- 
ice, Fairhaven, Mass., reports that 
the New England states experienced 
a severe drought during September 
and October, which affected the land- 
scape business, and as a result the 
wholesale nursery business suffered 
The few good planting days were re- 
duced even more because of the 
severe windstorms accompanied by 
heavy rain, particularly November

Guests introduced by President 
Frank James included Ray Hilta 
brand, of the state nursery inspection 
service; Lynn Harris, assistant super 
intendent, Oakland city parks: Allan 
McCann, Axel Dohrlen, John Ait- 
ken, Leo Ihle, Donald Perry, George 
Axel and Charles Bona, all bay area 
nurserymen, and Richard Roboman 
and Kenneth Pederson, two students 
from the San Francisco Junior Col 
lege, who designed and erected the 
prize-winning nurserymen’s exhibit 
at the recent San Mateo county flo 
ral fiesta. The association furnished 
the materials for the exhibit and, as 
a reward for the time and efforts of 
these young men, presented them 
with the prize money 

Harry Bunker, credit manager « 
the H. C. Capwell Co., Oakland, pre 
sented a talk on business conditions 
A talented and well informed speak- 
er, Mr. Bunker is a past president of 
the local, state and national credit 
bureaus. 

In his talk, Mr. Bunker expressed 
optimism concerning the recent de 
velopments in the area. He cited re- 
ports and studies compiled by the 
Oakland chamber of commerce which 
indicated a growth in the population 
of the bay area, as well as an in 
crease in the amount of outside funds 
which are being invested in large and 
small industries in the region and the 
expansion of shipping facilities 

Mr. Bunker stated that he be 
lieved the credit situation as reported 
by the press was too pessimistic. He 
declared that he did not fear infla 
tion at the present and that although 
reconversion has been delayed, such 
a delay may be a blessing in disguise 
Delays caused by labor troubles, lack 
of basic materials and labor-manage 
ment controversies are not too im 
portant in considering the over-all 
picture, according to Mr. Bunker. A 
recession is possible, but he does not 
anticipate a real depression in the 
area because of the substantial sav- 
ings of the residents. Regarding 


f 


credit extension, Mr. Bunker de 
clared that the removal of the limita 
tions on credit buying will do no 
harm since the consumer debt at 
present is still far from reaching a 
danger point. In general, banks are 
extending credit. 

However, as a warning against ex 
cessive optimism, he concluded his 
talk by mentioning danger signals and 
indicating that all authorities did not 
entirely agree with him. Mr. Bunker 
reported that the discount rate was 
being raised by many banks, that the 
dollar now has less purchasing power 
that personal loans are at an all-time 
high, partly as a result of overspend- 
ing on the part of the white-collar 
and professional classes, that medical 
and dental collections are off fifty per 
cent and that not only has war bond 
buying lessened, but more bonds are 
now being cashed than are being 
bought. This cashing of war bonds, 
he reported, was a disappointment to 
those associated with the bond sales, 
for it was believed that bonds bought 
during the prosperous war period 
would be held to maturity instead 
of being cashed 

Mr. Bunker also stressed the need 
for demanding prompt collections 
He declared that the slow payer was

1 poor customer no matter how much 
he bought and that the individual 
nurseryman was wiser to lose such ap 
account. He explained the procedure 
for gaining information on prospec 
tive accounts and gave some general 
suggestions for utilizing such infor 
mation.

The San Francisco chapter of the 
American Begonia Society elected 
new officers at its last meeting. 
Harry Nelson, of the department of 
horticulture, San Francisco Junior 
College, gave a talk on begonia 
growing.

He made several 
trips to Asia Minor to observe the 
way in which the variety was grown 
in its native region. The article also 
mentioned the nursery’s annual bulb 
show, which was first held in 1931 
More than 400 varieties of bulbs are 
displayed, and girls from Mills Col- 
lege dressed in Dutch costumes act 
as hostesses. In the future the firm 
plans to have all principal salesyards 
conform to the early California adobe 
style in construction and architecture 
Remodeling on these lines has al 
ready taken place at the Niles, Sac 
ramento and Fresno salesyards and 
will be started soon at the Menlo 
Park, Modesto and Walnut Creek 
branches. 

The Pellier Nurseries, established 
at San Jose in 1835, are said to be the 
oldest in the state. The nurseries 
were founded by the three Pellier 
brothers, who came to find gold and 
brought with them grape and prune 
scion wood. The first scions were 
brought by ship around Cape Horn 
from France and were preserved en 
route by being stuck in potatoes and 
wrapped in sawdust. 

Corral sickness is found in many 
walnut, almond and peach trees in 
many places in the state where the 
area now occupied by the trees was 
used for corrals or chicken runs. Ac 
cording to state agricultural authori 
ties, applications of zinc or copper 
correct the condition. It is best to se- 
cure the advice of the farm adviser 
or county agricultural commissioner 
before treating such trees, however

TWO KINDS OF MISTLETOE. 


There has always been an oversup 
ply of mistletoe, according to the 
Forest Service of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. If this 
spur to holiday mirth and merriment 
is scarce and expensive, it is purely a 
matter of difficulty in harvesting and 
transportation. The Forest 
would much prefer to have mistletoe 
less abundant in the forests and more 
plentiful for holiday shoppers. 

American mistletoe is of two sorts 
both parasitic shrubs. The mistletoe 
used for yuletide decorations has 
thick. green leaves and grows abun 
dantly, particularly on oaks, cotton 
woods and hackberries, especially in 
the south. The other type has small 
scales rather than broad leaves and is 
found largely on conifers in the far 
From the forest standpoint, all 
mistletoe is a pest.

As a parasite, mistletoe seldom is 
serious near the main eastern mar 
kets, both because of less favorable 
climate and because harvesting for 
market has helped keep down the 
supply. In the west where mistletoe 
is a damaging pest in forests, much 
grows in rough and rugged country 
where it is hard to get it out of trees

BOMBS CHECK FIRES. 


Experiments with bombs filled with 
water and dropped from diving 
planes with the objective of slowing 
down the spread of forest fires until 
ground crews can reach them have 
proved successful enough to warrant 
further tests, reports the forest serv 
ice of the United States Department 
of Agriculture in the department's 
bulletin. The Army Air Force co 
operated in these tests in the Lolo 
National Forest, about forty miles 
west of Missoula, Mont 

Planes carrying the bombs loaded 
with water flew c'ose to treetop level 
first On an inspection flight or two 
to seek out the best spot for bombing 
Then it was “Bombs away!” with 
water splashing from the disintegrat 
ing bombs. Results were by no means 
perfect, forest service observers say. 
but were good enough to warrant 
further tests with modified equip 
ment. Even a slight check to a fire 
just getting under way may prove 
highly important in allowing time 


for trained fire fighting crews t 
rive. 
The forest service has been alert 


in using flying equipment in fighting 
fres. It has crews of trained fir 
fighters, known as smoke jumpers. 
who parachute to the vicinity of fires 
hard to reach with ground crews 
Equipment and food are parachuted 
to such fire fighters as needed. Photo 
graphs of forest fires taken from the 
air are developed in the plane and 
dropped to fire crews to help guide 
their work. Two-way radio equip 
ment also permits flyers to guide and 
direct crews on the ground

COTONEASTERS. 
{Concluded from page 11.] 
blooms, which are followed in autumn 

by scarlet berries. 

A number of cotoneasters are suited 
to hedge making, especially hedges 
which are not sheared but whose 
tops are permitted to spread out in 
natural style. Any pruning that is 
required is done by removal of whole 
stems near ground level, to be re- 
placed by new shoots from the bot- 
tom. An excellent shrub for such 
treatment is Cotoneaster dielsiana be- 
cause of the way in which its branches 
arch and because of its grayish foliage 
and scarlet fruits. C. dielsiana can 
erow to be as much as six feet in 
height. It has two varieties which 
are often confused with the type in 
the trade. C. d. elegans has smaller 
leaves and C. d. major has larger ones. 

Serving pretty much the same gar- 
den uses is Cotoneaster divaricata. 
On a comparative basis, the leaves of 
C. divaricata are darker in color and 
its fruits are larger and more showy. 
Its leaves assume a red autumn col- 
oration. The habit of growth of both 
kinds is the same. 

Somewhat in this class is the very 
hardy, black-fruited C. acutifolia, 
which is not now in particular favor 
with planters. It is a shrub which 
has been known to attain a height of 
twelve feet. For a slightly less tall, 
but probably more satisfactory black- 
fruited species, there is C. foveolata. 
Because of the stoutness of its upright 
stems and red or orange autumn 
foliage, along with its fruits, this so- 
called glossy cotoneaster can fit into 
shrub plantings in about the same 
way that some viburnums are used. 
C. lucida grows to be about as large 
and is noted for relatively large black 
fruits, as well as shining leaves. 

Cotoneaster hupehensis is one of 
the few kinds that are planted for flow- 
ers in spring as well as showy red 
fruits in autumn. Thus it can take 
its place among the shrubs for general 
planting. This deciduous Hupeh spe- 
cies grows to be about six feet tall, 
with branches that arch gracefully 
and are clothed with foliage which 
has a purplish sheen until autumn, 
when it turns yellow. The objection 


has been raised by some that the 
clustered flowers of May are un- 
pleasant in odor, which is hardly a 
sound argument on which to base a 
refusal to grow this desirable plant. 
Another species which rates well for 
the quality of its clustered white flow- 
ers is Cotoneaster multiflora, with 
arching branches and red fruit. 

Some argument has also met claims 
that Cotoneaster racemiflora soongor- 
ica is the best of the slender-branched, 
6-foot, gray-foliaged, red-fruited spe- 
cies. It seems that no one denies the 
beauty of this plant in fruit. The 
objection is that it is hard to grow 
even after the often tricky period of 
transplanting is passed. Basically, 
however, it is probably as hardy as 
any other cotoneaster available. 

The willowleaf cotoneaster, C. sali 
cifolia floccosa, is a half-evergreen 
shrub which seldom proves hardy 
enough in northern gardens to show 
off its narrow shining leaves and its 
startling display of red fruits in late 
autumn. However, near the sea in 
the north or in inland gardens where 
winter temperatures are seldom low, 
this plant can build up into a very 
large, spreading shrub of first-quality 
appearance. Like some others of the 
evergreen or semievergreen group, 
the willowleaf cotoneaster is some- 
what shade-resistant. 

Still another member of the tall, 
half-evergreen group is Cotoneaster 
henryana, with its exceptionally large 
leaves, white flowers and dark crim- 
son fruits. Like the willowleaf coto 
neaster, this one often proves root 
hardy in gardens where its tops are 
frequently killed to the ground, thus 
doing away with the fruiting show 
for a season or two. There is some 
evidence ‘that, where completely 
hardy, this and probably other tall 
cotoneasters could casily be trained 
to a single leader and grown in the 
form of a small tree.

It is a well known fact that some 
insects and many diseases are seed- 
borne. It would seem only logical, 
therefore, that when seeds for nurs- 
ery stock production are imported, 
they should be fumigated and treated 
in accordance with accepted practices. 

In view of these beliefs we would 
recommend that the regulations of 
quarantine No. 37 be so amended as 
to accomplish these ends. 

Regulation 7 requires that plants 
offered for importation be free of 
sand, soil or earth. It was apparently 
the intention of quarantine No. 37 and 
regulation 7 to prohibit the impor- 
tation of the media in which plants 
had been grown, on the sound theory 
that such growing media could read 
ily harbor insect pests and plant 
pathogenes of great economic impor 
tance. Experience in recent months 
has indicated that plants have been 
imported in the media in which they 
had been produced—namely, peat 
and leaf mold. We believe this con- 
stitutes an unwarranted loophole in 
the regulations contrary to their in- 
tent and recommend that the word- 
ing be changed to include all possible 
“growing media™ per se. 

Inspection Requirement. 


“5. Also, in conjunction with the 
above-mentioned revision, the advisa- 
bility of requiring that all such im 
ported plant propagating material be 
entered through and be inspected at 
designated federal inspection sta 
tions.” 

In regard to this statement, we 
have already expressed ourselves as 
to the type of inspection and the 
thoroughness of fumigation and dis 
infestation procedures, which we be- 
lieve to constitute the absolute mini 
mum requirements. 

In view of those convictions, we 
recommend here that all imports of 
nursery stock as defined, capable of 
propagation—seeds, budwood, scions, 
tubers, rhizomes, roots or plants—ir- 
respective of the use to which the im- 
portation is to be put, be allowed 
entry only through designated ports 
where inspection, fumigation and 
other treating facilities and personnel 
are fully adequate to meet the mini- 
mum standards suggested. It would 
be folly to allow such importations 
under any other condition

(3) That plants as such be import- 
ed only when the same variety can- 
not be brought to this country by 
importing seed, scions or budwood 
that when importations of plants are 
considered essential, the size and age 
limits be placed at twelve inches in 
height and/or 2 years of age: 

(4) That importations of nursery 
stock, as defined, be permitted only 
in such volume that may be. ade 
quately inspected and treated as con 
ditions may dictate; and further, that 
importations be limited to varieties 
of plants new to or not generally 
available in the United States and 
only in sufficient quantities to keep 
this country supplied with new varie 
ties or varieties not generally avail 
able in this country. 

(5) That certain revisions in the 
regulations under quarantine No. 37 
be made immediately. We believe the 
Secretary has authority to do so even 
without the formality of public hear- 
ings. Since most of the recommen- 
dations of this association fall into 
the category of revisions of existing 
regulations, we urge immediate con- 
sideration of them; 

(6) That all imports of nursery 
stock, as defined, be allowed entry 
only at those ports where inspection 
and fumigation or other treating fa 
cilities are adequate to meet certain 
minimum standards which are indi 
cated above; 

(7) That the Secretary immediate 
ly give consideration to the calling 
of a series of public hearings related 
to the exercise of his authority under 
section 7 of the plant quarantine act 
of 1912 on all specific plant pests of 
known hosts, that constitute a threat 
to any phase of our American agricul 
ture, horticulture and forestry; 

(8) That the date of the effective- 
ness of such rules and regulations as 
may be promulgated as the result of 
this hearing be made effective as soon 
as possible.

Creeping Bluet. 


A correspondent asks for a report 
on Houstonia serpyllifolia in the 
north, thinking no doubt that the 
plant may be on the tender side. On 
the contrary, it is perfectly hardy 
here, at least material from the north- 
ern part of its range in Pennsylvania 
and Virginia. Its reputation of being 
tender to cold was probably estab- 
lished on some of the plants which 
first reached Europe from South 
Carolina and has been unwittingly 
repeated by subsequent writers. 

Creeping bluet is one of those in- 
nocent-looking little plants that en- 
thrall one at first glance and then 
proceed to complete the conquest by 
showing an amiable disposition and 
a long period of beauty. It com- 
mences its life in the garden, let us 
assume, in early spring in the form 
of a tiny mat of round leaves, per- 
haps three or four inches across. If 
it is given its heart's desire, a light 
moist soil on the slightly acid side 
and light shade if the situation is a 
hot one, it should be five times that 
size within a 4-month period, and in 
the meantime it has put on a long 
display of large, deep, sky-blue flow- 
ers, larger than the familiar quaker- 
ladies, H. caerulea. Better yet, we 
are now able to enjoy Millard’s va 
riety, a form with larger flowers of a 
deeper shade of blue with usually an 
even longer blooming season than H. 
serpyllifolia. It may be multiplied by 
division of the creeping rooting 
stems. 


Vancouverias. 


Several years ago an Illinois read- 
er of the American Nurseryman 
asked for a list of ground covers for 
a partially shaded spot. In addition to 
the usual plants suited to that role, I 
added a few unusual items, including 
the western vancouverias. A recent 
letter from him in which Vancouveria 
hexandra was highly praised prompts 
this note.

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but not many are acquainted with the 
equally charming vancouverias. Ac- 
cording to the books, three species 
of the latter are known, all inhab- 
itants of America’s west coast. Only 
one, V. hexandra, was found after 
search of my catalog file. Like many 
others of the barberry family, it 
spreads by means of underground 
stolons, increasing in size and beauty 
each year, if the plant is happily sit- 
uated. 

Its needs include part shade and, | 
believe, a slightly acid soil, though it 
did commendably well here for 
years in a neutral medium. Under 
these conditions it should make a mat 
of pale green, maidenhair-like leaves, 
creating a ground cover of surprising 
charm. Although its lovely foliage is 
the plant’s fortune, the display of 
small creamy flowers on 10-inch 
stems in spring is not without merit 





FERTILIZER STORAGE. 


Although some fertilizer mate- 
rials, during prolonged storage and 
under unfavorable conditions, may 
cake to a hard mass or become moist 
and undrillable in a short time. 
proper storage methods will alleviate 
these tendencies. 

Caking is caused by many factors, 
all dependent upon the presence of 
moisture. Fertilizers that have been 
dried thoroughly and kept dry will 
not cake, in the opinion of Dr. Wil- 
liam H. Ross, formerly principal 
chemist of the division of soils and 
fertilizer investigations of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
who discusses methods of fertilizer 
storage in a recent issue of Timely 
Turf Topics, issued by the United 
States Golf Association, Greens Sec- 
tion. 

Materials most likely to absorb 
moisture and to cake are urea, sodium 
nitrate, calnitro and ammonium ni 
trate. Such materials intended for 
storage should be packaged in bags 
with one or more asphalt-laminated 
layers. A broken bag should be re- 
moved and repackaged or spread at 
once, because loose material may ab- 
sorb enough moisture to liquefy and 
flow onto other bags, which will be- 
come weakened and broken in turn. 
All bags which have contained 
sodium nitrate or ammonium nitrate 
should be either washed or burned 
without washing to avoid the danger 
of outbreaks of fire. 

Bags of fertilizers piled on con- 
crete floors or damp soil will rot more 
quickly, and the contents will cake to 
a greater extent, than if they are 
stored on wooden floors. Bags in stor- 
age should be piled in rows close

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WOOLLY BUCKTHORN FOR 
HEDGES. 


During the spring of 1939 ten 
young plants of Bumelia lanuginosa 
variety oblongifolia were dug up from 
the wild and set out in the hedge 
demonstration plot at the Missouri 
Botanical Garden, reported Robert 
B. Clark recently in the garden's bul- 
letin. They did not establish them- 
selves readily; so the following spring 
eight seedlings were interplanted with 
them. The seedlings soon overtook 
the older plants, and now it is diff- 
cult to distinguish between them. To- 
day the hedge is compact and stands 
three feet high. The rate of growth 
is comparatively slow, last year the 
hedge being sheared only once and 
in other years not more than twice 
during the season. 


Though the woolly buckthorn 
seldom exceeds twenty feet in height, 
its growth habit is such that it will 
tolerate shearing. Irregular in outline, 
like the hawthorn, this tree has two 
types of branches—terminal ones that 
zigzag with alternate leaves and 
lateral ones that develop short shoots 
on which leaves are clustered in 
bunches. Moreover, the dense 
branches are armed with stout thorns 
among the glossy leaves. Another 
feature that makes the woolly buck- 
thorn appropriate for hedges is its 
capacity for withstanding hot, dry 
situations. 


The woolly buckthorn has been 
growing unobtrusively in the dry, 
rocky Ozark uplands. This plant and 
its close relative, the southern buck- 
thorn or ironwood, Bumelia lycioides, 
are the hardiest species of this pre- 
dominantly tropical American genus. 


In its native habitat the woolly 
buckthorn thrives when other trees 
succumb. Even at a temperature of 
100 degrees Fahrenheit the leaves 
do not wilt appreciably. The reason 
for this reaction in such marginal 
situations is not hard to see. If the 
shrub is transplanted when it is only 
about two feet tall, it will be found 
to have an exceedingly long taproot. 

Plants of woolly buckthorn have 
never been available in nurseries, and 
it is dificult to obtain seeds because 
this tree does not bear seeds every 
year. However, if it is possible to 
secure young plants, no better mate- 
rial could be suggested for hedges in 
dry, hot situations once the plants 
become established, reports Mr. 
Clark. The fragrant but small, mid- 
summer flowers, the black berries in 
September, the glossy leaves that turn 
reddish-bronze late in autumn and 
the dense branch pattern make it an 
interesting plant throughout the year.

ber than can be accounted for by 
transformation of the ten stamens of 
the species mucronatum to which 
Fujimanyo is assigned. If there is any 
azalea flower that deserves to be 
called “fully double,” this is it. Pouk- 
hanensis Yodogawa and the southern 
Indian azalea, William Bull, are also 
the fully double sort. A breaking up 
of the tissues of the pistil may account 
for the extra petals not attributable 
to transformed or partially trans- 
formed stamens. William Bull and, to 
the best of my recollection, Yodogawa 
and Fujimanyo have no pistil. To the 
botanist transformation of sepals or 
stamens to petals is known as “petal- 
ody™ of the calyx or stamens and the 
transformed sepals or petals as 
“petaloid” sepals or petals. Further, 
any increase in petals without or in 
addition to transformation to petals 
of other flower parts is to the botan- 
ist a form of “chorisis.” If you prefer 
these strangers in your catalog, you 
can have them. “Single,” “semi- 
double” and “double,” with any one 
of the three also being “hose-in-hose,” 
reads easier to the rest of us.
